NEWRY RESIDENTS ALARMED. 

The following report was issued by the 
Ministry for Home Affairs for Northern Ireland 
on Saturday in connection with the murders 
near Newry :— : 

“At about 2 a.m. to-day, ab Altnaveigh, 
near Newry, the houses of four loyalists were 
completely burned by armed raiders, 

“John Heslip, Robert Heslip, William Lock- 
hart, Thomas Crozier, and his wife were taken 
out from their homes and shot dead, and James 
bray and Charles Bray (his son) badly 
wounded.” 

Since this report wae issued, however, one of 
the wounded men has died. ' 

Our Newry Correspondent in his report of 
the murders states that one of the victims is 
james Lockhart (described as William Lockhart 
n the official report), and two others, who in 
the official statement are called James Bray 
and Charles Bray, he describes as James and 
Joseph Gray. 

The district in which the murders were com- 
mitted as largely inhabited by Presbyterians, 
and the nrurders are believed to have been a 
reprisal for the recent crime at Lisleas The 
blow fell ewiftly and without warning. The 
ehooting began at about 3 o'clock, and for up- 
ward of an hour the countryside echoed to the 
discharge of rifles and revolvers, while the 
burning houses lit up the sky. The victims of 
this shocking crime were quiet and industrious 
people. 

The sound of the firing and the explosion of a 
couple of land mimes on the Dullin road half a 
mile away as the lorries of the Constabulary 
and the Special poliee hastened te the ecene 
awoke the. majority of the inhabitauts of 
Newry. 

\ visit -to the district on Saturday morning 
by our Newry representative showed the havoc 
that hed been wrought. Sympathetic neigh- 
bours sheltered those who had escaped the 
rifle, and did their best to console them. In 
all, save one case, the survivors suffered not 
only the loss of some member of the household, 
bat also their homes and personal belongings.

PATROL AMBUSHED. 


A POLICEMAN KILLED. 


The Ministry of Home Affairs of Northern 
Ireland issued the following statement on Satur- 
day :— 

“At Forkhill, South Armagh, last night, a 
patrol of Special Constabulary was am- 
bushed, one constable being killed and one 
wounded.” 

Our Newry Correspondent says that the 
police patrol consisted of six Specia] constables 
and a sergeant, and they were ambushed in 
Dromintee, near Forkhill, South Armagh. 
Constable T, Russel] was shot dead; Special 
Constable S. C. Hughes was wounded. Both 
men are natives of fast. 

Afte- the ambush the public-house of James 
McGil' was raided and set on fire, being com- 
p'etely destroyed Mr. McGill is Secretary of 
the Newry No. 2 Rura! District Council. 

The raiders, in their retreat to Camlough, 
also attacked “The Woodhouse” and the 
“ Chancellor’s House ” at Bessbrook. The Act 
of Union between Great Britain and Ireland 
was signed in the latter house in 1800. 

No great damage was done to either house. 


MURDERED IN HIS HOME. 


A man named Michael Kane, aged 50, who 
lived alone near Newry, was found dead in his 
house yesterday morning. He had been shot 
threugh the head. 

The motive for the crime is unknown. 


INCENDIARIES IN BELFAST. 


TWELVE :!ORSES BURNED TO 
DEATH. 


Saturday night saw great activity’ on the 
part of the incendiaries, but, though their 
efforts must have resulted in considerable 
damage in the aggregate, there were no great 
fires. The brigade responded to about twenty 
calls in twenty-four hours, the principal fires 
being on the premises of Mr. Boyd, provision 
merchant; James Cooke, fancy box maker, 
Raphael street; and the Centra] Picture House, 
Smithfield. At Mr, Boyd’s place someone fired 
a shot amongst a crowd of people who were 
watching the fire and caused a wild stampede. 
No one was hit. | 

‘At the picture house the police. after the out- 
break had been subdued, found a bucket filled 
with paraffin oil. 

An attempt was made to break into the 
motor garage of Harry Ferguson, Lid., Cii- 
chester street. The police appeared on the 
scene and fired, when the men ran away. Some 
time later, however, four men were arrested on 
suspicion in connection with the affair. One of 
them was found to be in possession of a re- 
volver and ammunition. : , 

Yesterday evening the stables of J. R. Noble, 
Ltd., coal merchants, in Beechfield street, were 
set on fire. Fifteen valuable animals were in 
the stables at the time, and twelve of them 
were burned to death. The firemen did their 
best to rescue the terrified animals, but it was 
possible to save three only. 

On Saturday evening the shop of Miss Martin, 
newsagent, Cromac street, was entered by men, 
who, terrorising the proprictress with a re- 
volver, proceeded to sprinkle petrol over the 
shop Jad its contents. Having set this alight, 
they decamped. The brigade were soon on the 
scene and extinguished the flames before very 
great damage had been done. 

At Old Lodge road the house of John White, 
No. 33, was set on fire, but comparatively little 
damage was done. 

A few hours later a fire was found burning 
at 61 Foundry street. The police succeeded not 
only in extinguishing the flames before very 
much damage had been done, but in capturing 
three persons who are alleged to have been con- 
cerned in the outbreak. 


POLICEMEN ATTACKED. 


A police patrol in a Crossiey tender were pass- 
ing Scrabo street, Newtownards road, last night 
when they were attacked by a mob, who threw 
porter botiles and other missiles. The police tired 
over the heads of the crowd, and arrested a 
man who carried a sackful of porter hottles. 

When eome policemen were investigating an 
atiempt to break into the premises of the Star 
Confectionery Company, Cromac street, they 
were fired at by several men. They returned 
the fire. No casualties occurred. 


ARMED ROBBERS. 


Armed robbers were busy during the week- 
end in Belfast. Their biggest hau! took place 
in the Short Strand shortly before noon on 
Saturday. The clerks were preparing to pay the 
hands at Messrs. Anderson’s, when four men 
entered the place, armed with revolvers. The 
offices are situated in two buildings, one on 
either side of the entrance, and these were 
entered simultaneously, the staffs being covered 
with revolvers while the raiders hastily gathered 
all the available money—about £560—into a 
sack, with which they decamped. . . 
Iu Millfield during Saturday evening two mea 
were “held up,” one of them being robbed cf 
ever £40. . ; 

The. manager of a pawnshop in Cromac 
gtreet, when confronted with a party of armed 
raiders, flung a mirror at them, and called to 
an assistant to bring his gun. The raiders de- 
camped.

THE IRISH DRAFT 


CONSTITUTION, 


ISSUE OF TRANSITORY 
PROVISIONS, 
DECEMBER6 APPOINTED 
DAY. 


The transitory provisions of the draft 
of the Irish Free State Constitution, which 
had not beea compieted on Thursday, when 
the major portion of the text was pub- 
lished, were issued from 10 Downing street 
last night. They are as follows :— 
ARTICLE 73. 

Until Courts have been established fer the 
Irish Free State/Saorstat Eireann in accord- 
ance with this Constitution, the Supreme Court 
of jJuditature, County Courts, Courts of 


Quarter Session, and Courts of Summary Juris 
diction as. at present existing shall, for the time 


“being, continue to exercise the same jurisdiction 


as heretofore, and any Judge or Justice “being 
a member of any such Coust, holding office 
at the time when this Constitution comes into 
operation shall, for the time being, continue 
to be a member thereof and hold office by the 
like tenure and upon the like terms as hereto- 
fore, unless in the case of a judge of the said 
Supreme Court, or of a County Court, he 
signifies to the representative of the Crown his 
desire to resign. Any vacancies in any of the 
said Courts so continued may be filled by ap- 
pointment made in like manner as appointments 
te Judgeships in the Courts established under 
this Constitution. 

Provided that the provisions of Article 65 as 
to the decisions of the Supreme Court estab- 
lished under this Constitution shall apply to 
decisions of the Court of Appeal continued by 
this article. 

ARTICLE 74. 

If-any Judge of the said Supreme Court of 
Judicature, or of any of the said County Courts 
resigns, as aforesaid; or if any such Judge, on 
the establishment of Courts under this Constitu- 
tion is not, with his consent, appointed to be a 
Judge of any such Court, he shall, for the pur- 
pose of Article 10 of the scheduled Treaty, be 
treated as if he had. retired in consequence of 
the change of Government effected in pursuance 
of the said Treaty, but the rights so conferred 
shall be without premdice to any rights or 
claims that he may have against the British 
Government. 

ARTICLE 75. 

Every existing officer of the Provisiona] Go- 
vermment who has. been transferred to that 
Government from the British Government, and 
every existing officer of the British Government 
who at the date of the coming into operation 
of this Constitution is engaged or employed in 
the administration. of public services which on 
that date become public services of the Irish 
Free State/Saorstat Eireann, except those whose 
services have been lent by the British Govern- 
ment to the Provisional Government, shall on 
that date be transferred to, and e an 
officer of, the Irish Free State/Saorstat Eireann, 
and shal! hold office by a tenure corresponding 
to his previous tenure, and shall he entitled to 
the benefit of Article 10 of the scheduled 
Treaty. 

ARTICLE 76. 

_As respects departmental property, assets, 
rights, and liabilities, “the Government of the 
Irish Free State/Suorstat Eireann shall be re- 
garded as the successors of the Provisional 
Government, and to the extent to which fune- 
tions of any department of the British Govern- 
ment become functions of the Government of 
the Irish Free State/Saorstat Eireann as the 
succeraors of such department of the British 
Government. 

ARTICLE 79. 

The passing and adoption of this Constitution 
by the Constituent Assembly and the British 
Parliament shall be announced as soon as may 
be, and not later than the sixth day of De- 
cember, nineteen hundred and twenty-two by 
proclamation of His Majesty, and this Con- 
stitution shall come into operation on the issue 
of such proclamation.

GERMAN DYE ALLOCATION, 
ah sssocs 
AMERICAN SHARE MAY BE 


ELIMINATED. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

lt is understood in American circles here that 
the American share of the dyes which are 
delivered by Germany under the reparations 
agreement is like! to be automatically 
stopped after June if plans now under con- 
sideration by the Reparations Commission are 
carried out. 

Under the Treaty of Versailles Germany 
agrees to give the Allies 25 per cent. of her 
total dye production. America receives about 
26 per cent. of the total deliveries, Great 
Britain 32 per.cent., and France, Italy, and 
Belgium shares being the smallest. 

American payments for dyes are made direct 
to the Allied banks designated by the Repara- 
tions Commission. The dyes are sold at a 
figure below the German wholesale price, and 
are transported without cost to @ German port. 

It is understood that the Dye Bureau of the 
Repargtions Commission is making plans to dis- 
tribute the American share, “which amounts 
to 5} per cent. of the entire German dye pro- 
duction, a the Ailies. The head of the 
Dye Bureau of the Reparations Commission is 
an American, Mr. Reginald Norris.

THREE PERSONS WOUNDED. 
Shortly after nine o'clock on Saturday night, 
says our Cork Correspondent, a serious affray 
occurred at Blackrock, County Cork, as a result 
of which three men were admitted to the South 
Infirmary, suffering from severe bullet wounds.

RESULTS ANALYSED. 


WHAT THE VOTES REVEAL. 


The first election results have given, owing 
to the proportional system, clear and exact 
indications of the mind of the electors. Pro 
portional representation has made the election 
one of real interest. 

In the first place, it has made it easier for 
independents to stand; these if they polled, 
not a majority, but the requisite proportion 
of votes, had a chance of winning. Secondly, 
wherever any independent cendiiates were 
nominated, even if only one, the proportional 
system, by compelling electors to mark their 
first choices, has revealed the relative strength 
of the pro-Treaty and anti-Treaty forces. 

In spite of all. the declarations that the 
Treaty “was not an issue in this election,” 
the porportional system gives so much freedom 
and power to the electors that their views on 
vital problems cannot be suppressed. Here are 
the first two election results. The poll in the

The Cork election, of which we publish the 
full result sheet, presents many illuminating 
sidelights on the political opinions of the 
electors. The number voting was 30,939 or 66 
per cent. of the names on the register. The 
spoiled votes were 592 or 1.9 per cent. The 
valid votes, therefore, were 30,347 and the 
quota (one more than one-fifth of the valid 
voles) was 6,070.

Of the rest, 1,209 fell to the first-named and 
565 to the second. Miss MacSwiney was the 
fourth elected. Mr. Beamish was the “* runner- 
up,” with 4/769 votes.. There were 1,275 non- 
transferable votes, 

counting of the votes was carried out 
with great efficiency, and its organisation re- 
flected considerable credit. on the Sub-Sheriff, 
Mr. J. FP. Maguire; his assistant, Mr. Dalton: 
and on Mr. Mehigan, who was in charge of a 
competent staff. But the number of counters 
engaged—sixteen—was small. Five hours were 
spent on checking the contents of the 114 ballot 
boxes; about 4} hours on the counting of the 
first choices, and about three hours on the 
various transfers. 
_ Apparently small staffs have been engaged 
in the counties also, where the poll is heavier, 
and the counting will necessarily proceed slowly. 

To sum up. the proportional system is reveal- 
ing the mind of the country in all the con- 
tested constituencies. In the first two contests 
the vote in favour of the Treaty is over- 
whelming, whilst the proportional system has 
further revealed the interesting fact that Labour 
in Cork is 15 fo 1 in favour of the Treaty.

PREMIERS’ OPPORTUNITY. 


Writing on the subject of M. Poincaré’s visit 
to London, Le Petit’ Parisien says:—*‘ The 
whole of France ardently hopes that ' M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Lloyd George will ‘not mise 
this opportunity to dissipate the clouds which 
might arise between the two countries. It is 
impossible that England and France should 
quarrel with regard to Soviet Russia, especially 
just at a moment when the illness of Lenin can 
quite conceivably result in the overthrow of 
the whole Bolshevik régime. 

“They are both great Mahommedan Powers 
interested in sparing Turkey and too old friends 
of Greece not to be able to find some mutually 
satisfactory means of terminating the war in 
the Near East. 

“The question of the German debt can also 
no longer separate us, as Mr. Lloyd George and 
M. Poincaré both connect it with that of -the 
cancellation of Inter-Allied debts, nor can the 
question of sanctions if, as would appear to be 
the case, the French Government contemplates, 
if necessary, other sanctions than the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr region. 

“A frank exchange of views between Mr. 
Lloyd George and M. Poincaré ought to result 
mn the dissipation of many prejudices and mis- 
understandings.” 

L’®uvre exptesses similar views, while Le 
Journal, in speaking of reparations, recalls that 
last year M. Briand, the then Prime Minister, 
and M. Loucheur, the then Minister of Indus- 
trial Reconstruction, considered a scheme for 
the exploitation of the Ruhr basin for the 
benefit of France, adding—* M. Poincaré might 
also have considered the possible contingency 
of reverting to this proposal, but it would no 
longer be a question of the seizure pure and 
simple of German coal, but of the imposition 
of a tax on every ton of coal extracted, Ger- 
many retaining the tonmage necessary to her 
own reguiremenis. ~ -- 

“This solution would result in giving -satis- 
faction to the demand of British . industry, 
which desires, before anything else; an in. 
crease in the price of the German product.” 

In conclusion the newspaper expresses the 
belief that this solution will probably be one 
of the principal subjects discussed by M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Lloyd George.—(Reuter.)

GERMANY’S LARGEST LINER 

‘ STICKS FAST, 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

The 32,000 ion liner, Columbus, built at the 
Schichau Works, Danzig, for the Bremen-New 
York service of the Norddeutsche Lloyd, stuck 
fast while being launched yesterday, and before 
more than one-third of her length had reached 
water. A large number of persons, including 
Herr Heinecken, President of the Norddeutsche

IRISH CONSTITUTION.

POINTS SPECIALLY NOTED. 

Professor A. Berriedale Keith, of the Univer- 
aity of Edinburgh, in the course of a letter to 
The Times, writes that the Irish Free State 
Constitution unquestionably accords with the 
Irish Treaty; for, like it, it recognises the 
sovereignty of the people of Ireland, while 
leaving utterly vague the relations of Britain 
and Ireland. 

Among the points which he mentions ag merit- 
ing special notice are :— 

(1). Nothing is deckled as to the right of Ire- 
land to secede from the Empire. If the Treaty 
allows it, as is arguable, the right remains, 
and is acentuated by the wide claim of 
sovereignty for the people of Ireland. 

(2) The Constitution vests legislative power 
in the Irish Parliament, but it-is ineffcetive as 
it stands ‘to exclude the predominance of Im- 


lonial Lawes Validity Act, 1865, which applies 
to all British . possessions abroad save where 
specially ‘excluded. It will be necessary to con- 
fer “sole and exclusive’ power on the Irich 
Parliament. ‘The Imperial Act approving the 
Constitution will then operate as a renuncia- 
tion of Imperial~legislati¥e supremacy

GIBRALTAR, Saturday. 

The Renown, with the Prince of Wales on 
board, arrived at 5.40 this morning. The vessel! 
was escorted by the light. cruiser Comus. -Roya!

battery, and at 8 o'clock niasthead flags were 
howted on all the King’s ships. The visit. of 
the Prince being a private one, there are no 
guards of honour or ceremonials, but the Go- 
vernor and the Admiral in charge at Gibraltar, 
with their staffs, ealled during the day. 

His Royal Highness landed at 10,30: The visit 
was entirely informal and unofficial, but the 
streets were gaily decorated. 

At ll o'clock to-night. the Renown weighs 
anchor for the last time before her arrival in 
England.

EIGHT MONTHS’ TOUR.

In statute 
miles he will have .covered 30,088 by sea and 
10,577 by land, and, adding the journey to Lon- 
don, the grand total of the whole tour is 40,908 
miles.

DESPARD AND BELFAST. 


Despard spoke yesterday afternoon at 
an Irish demonstration in Trafalgar Square, 
London, organised by the ‘London District Com- 
mittee ef the Irish Self-Determination League. 

She said that she had just: visited Belfast, 
and was absolutely certain that all that was 
going on there was not known to English 
people. It had been said that the Irish trouble 
was a religious war, that there always had been 
religious war in Ireland, and always would be, 
but she maintained that the causes were two— 
political and industrial. 

England, or rather the English Government, 
was determined to have a dumping ground for 
the British garrison, and that was the reason 
for the separation of Ireland into two parts. 

Referring to the second cause, she said that 
at the beginning of 1920 the Protestant and 
Roman Catholic sections of the workers of Bel- 
fast were brought together, and after a strike 
they secured short hours and improved condi- 
tions of labour. That did not satisfy the 
“ bosses,” and they treated it as a religious 
war, with the result that about 8,000 Roman 
Catholic workers were cast out of the workshops 
of the city. That was the root of the trouble, 
and she asked Labour to make it as widely 
known as possible. 

The meeting was addressed by speakers from 
three sides of the platform, and resolutions 
were adopied asking for the withdrawal of Eng- 
land's interference with the Irish people's 
national rights, and the release of Irish political 
prisoners A further resolution demanded the 
cessation of “the persecution and massacre 
campaign, which aimed at the total expulsion 
of Nationalists from the North-Eastern counties 
of Ireland.”
